Red Cross 
Ships Blood 
For Fighters

The Red Cross last week-end 
throughout the nation was load- 
Ing whole blood aboard air 
liners for transport to battle, 
fronts of South Korea for trans­ 
fusion use on wounded American 
GI's.

In Los Angeles 96 pints of 
whole blood were flown via 
Western Airlines to San Fran­ 
cisco Municipal Airport for ship­ 
ment to Tokyo and 'thence to 
hospitals and Army Medical 
Corps units below the 38th par­ 
allel.

Tfie shipment from Los An­ 
geles will be added to that sent 
to San Francisco from Red 
Cross regional blood service cen­ 
ters in all parts of the country 
and will he part of 1400 pints 
to he airborne by a U. S. mili­ 
tary transport.

Subsequent weekly shipments 
Of whole blood will be made up 
from collections from West 
Coast Red Cross Blood Centers 
only, with the Los Angeles di­ 
vision expected to supply a min­ 
imum of 1000 pints of whole 
blood every month for the ex­ 
clusive use of the military.

To meet the current military 
and community needs of whole 
blood. Los Angeles Red Cross 
must collect 25 per cent more 
pints every day—both at head­ 
quarters on So. Western ave­ 
nue, and on the daily visitations 
of the three mobile units to in­ 
dustrial plants, business con­ 
cerns and nearby communities, 
local chapter leaders point out.

The Regional Red Cross Blood 
Service Center in Los Angeles is 
open Mondays through Thurs­ 
days from noon to 7 p.m., and 
on Fridays from 8 to fl p.m. 
Appointments may be made by 
phoning Dunkirk 45261.
